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NAVAL ETIQUETTE. 


POINT of naval etiquette comes all the way from 

the Bay of Callao for adjudication at Washington. 
Very briefly, the facts are these: Ex-Commander 
Tucker, of the ex-Confederate States Navy, follow- 
ing the advice of the old song to his more illustrious 
namesake, resolved, on the collapse of the Confed- 
eracy, to ‘‘ get out o’ the way” of the national au- 
thorities. Accordingly, he {betook himself to Peru, 
at whose court, being at war with Spain, naval officers 
were then at a premium. He was put in command of 
a vessel (perhaps a Peruvian bark), with rank and 
pay of rear-admiral. Thus raised to honor, as well as 
eluding a halter, Admiral Tucker, inflated with his 
good fortune, and feeling sure of his neck, did as a 
good many Confederates will do when safe under the 
wing of a foreign power. He rudely repelled certain 
proper courtesies tendered him at Valparaiso by the 
commander of a United States ship. 

The indignant commanding officer of our squadron 
in those waters, Rear-Admiral DAHLGREN, forwarded 
the facts to the Government, which, in‘ return, asked 
Peru to discountenance the act and to [require Admi- 
tal Tucker ‘‘to make the proper apologies for his 
“conduct.” To this request, Peru has yet made no 
reply. Pending the dispute, the Admiral withheld 
the customary naval courtesies from the Confederate 
Peruvian, and the Tuscarora refrained from saluting 
his rear-admiral’s flag. Thereupon, the incensed Ad- 
miral TucKER issued a retaliatory order forbidding all 
courtesies and salutes to United States officers from 
the Peruvian Navy. Now, therefore, with matters at 
80 serious a pass, Admiral DAHLGREN appealed to 
our Minister, General Hovey, who forwarded the ap- 
peal to Mr. Pacueco, the Peruvian Foreign Minister. 
The latter, however, sustained Admiral TucKER's or- 
der, on the ground that the refusal to salute him was 
4 slight to the Peruvian flag. And so stands at 
Present the quarrel. 

Admiral DAnLGREN’s points (which the Navy De- 
partment have considered) are, first, that TucKER 
if the term be still admissible to ears polite—a 
rebel, and an unpardoned rebel at that. To use Ad- 
miral DAHLGREN’s rather more courteous phrase, 
having “committed the greatest offence known to 

our laws, and those of every other country,’’ Tuck- 
ER, never having been pardoned, cannot throw off his 

ence to the United States and render allegiance 

to Peru. Hence it would be improper for our na- 
tional Vessels to salute him. Secondly, that saluting 
or refraining to salute a rear-admiral’s flag is not to 
construed as an honor or a slight to the flag of the 
country. The salute to a national flag is twenty-one 
a but never that number to a rear-admiral’s; the 
ees is national, but the latter individual, even 
Ngh official and not private ; and, because individ- 
wal, the latter can and should be claimed on other 





than national grounds. Accordingly, Admiral DAnL- 
GREN concludes that ‘‘one may be given while, for 
** special reasons, the other is withheld.”” The Tus- 
carora, on anchoring off Callao, did salute the Peru- 
vian flag: yet the same vessel had declined to salute 
Mr. TuckeEr’s flag at Valparaiso. 

How this joint question of etiquette and citizen- 
ship will be settled is matter of speculation. Admiral 
TucKER, we think, commanded the Chicora when

Charleston blockading-fleet, and used up two vessels 
before being checked. BEAUREGARD (who believed 
in bulletins as much as in bullets) wrote as fast as he 
could a proclamation declaring the ‘‘ blockade raised 
“by a superior force of the Confederate States from 
“and after this 31st day of January, A. D. 1863.” 
J. P. Bensamin, the British Consul, and the captain 
of H. B. M. ship Petre/, all hurried to endorse this 
silly ruse. Of course, there was no foundation for the 
fact, and before they could get their bulletins well 
published, they were ridiculous. The Powhatan, Rear- 
Admiral DAHLGREN’s flagship, was an old enemy of 
TUCKER’s, being at the time of this “‘ opening of the 
‘port of Charleston”’ coaling at Port Royal. Com- 
mander TUCKER’Ss antecedents are bad, and we doubt 
not that Admiral DAHLGREN is entirely right. Mr. 
TucKeEr’s amphibious friend Semmes (who surren- 
dered as ‘‘ RAPHAEL SEmMEs, Rear-Admiral C. 8. N., 
‘* Brigadier-General C. S. A.’’) was not considered 
able to qualify as Judge of Probate in Alabama; 
why, then, should the other, merely because he has 
made good his escape, receive the homage of our 
flag? 








In looking over the last Army Register, we observe 
that the name of Captain and Brevet Major-General 
Jupson KILpatrickx still figures on the roster of the 
First Artillery. The name of the same officer appears 
on the diplomatic rolls as Minister to the Republic 
of Chili. The inquiry having been put to us, with 
which of these services—the military or the diplo- 
matic—General KILPATRICK was henceforth to be 
mainly connected, we could not wellreply. It seemed, 
however, that, in any event, all his time and energies 
were invested in the mission to Chili. Nevertheless, 
we cannot affirm that General KILPATRICK will always 
occupy the double post, and attempt to fulfil the in- 
congruous duties of foreign miinister and artillery 
officer. When he was appointed to Chili, the affairs 
of that country were desperate; it was deeply em- 
broiled with Spain; we, sympathizing with a sister 
Republic, could do no better than send a military 
representative, of tried skill and world-wide prowess, 
to her court. Hence, we, in common with the whole 
country, hailed the General’s nomination with great 
joy, and called attention to it as a good omen. It did 
not then, perhaps, seem advisable for the General to 
give up his prefessional post for these extra duties of 
anexigency. Hence, we paid no attention to murmurs 
or wry faces on that subject. 

However, the Chilian crisis has now passed, and 
military advice from the United States is no longer 
needed. General KipaTrick won many laurels in 
the field, and immortalized his name in connection 
with the Savannah march. These laurels he has 
freshened by diplomatic service, and his conduct at 
the bombardment of Valparaiso was an honor to 
America, contrasting as it did with that of the English 
representative. Nevertheless, no matter how gallant 





the general or skilful-the diplomat, we do not regard 





it as wise, in ordinary peace times, for an officer in the 
Army to hold a permanent foreign civic mission. 
There are objections even to holding civic and military 
berths at the same moment, here at home; much 
more when the civil service is five thousand miles 
away. General Ki_parricx probably did only what 
he was urgently begged to do, namely, accept civic 
position and retain his military rank. But this does 
not alter the truth of our comment. The country is 
in no danger of overlooking the brilliant services of 
General Kriparrick, but the plain fact is that he is 
keeping brother officers out of their promotion. In 
seeing him continue in his high political and diplo- 
matic career, they have a right to expect that his hum- 
bler post as artillery captain will be vacated for officers 
below him in rank. We say this with the less sensi- 
tiveness, from having taken occasion to applaud so 
loudly in the JouRNAL the diplomatic stroke achieved . 
by our Minister to Chili, in his conduct at Valparaiso. 








Art the request of an officer now stationed in the 
Department of the Gulf, we call more prominent 
attention than we have hitherto done to the officers’ 
letter-list regularly published in the JouRNAL. The 
custom grew out of the habit of some officers of send- 
ing letters to the JOURNAL office, when the direction 
of those addressed was unknown. To this list has 
now been added that of the letters for officers in the 
Army and Navy remaining at the New York Post 
Office. The correspondent just referred to says: 
“Your list of letters isa good idea. It will enable 
‘‘many officers, especially those who have left the 
“* service, and whose address is unknown to their old 
‘* Army associates, to be reached bya letter sent to 
** your office which may catch the eye. I wish you 
‘* would mention this opportunity.”” We are happy 
to respond to this suggestion, and are glad to learn 
that the letter-list has become the convenience for 
which it was designed. 
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THE rejection of Surgeon ABADIE seems rather hard. 
He has served in the Army thirty years, and was full 
surgeon when the new grade of medical purveyor was 
made, for the necessities of the late war. For this 
office he (as likewise Surgeon SUTHERLAND) was se- 
lected, in compliment to his merit and long experience, 
and, aecepting it, the vacancy he left in the surgeons’ 
list was filled. But now the Senate has rejected 
his nomination for promotion in the Army as 
assistant medical purveyor. That seems a harsh 
return for thirty years of service. It is offering pro- 
motion to take away one’s livelihood, raising the 
higher to let the fall be greater. The Senate acted on 
full knowledge, however, of these facts, they being 
set forth in a special letter of recommendation from 
General GRANT, and a note from Secretary STANTON, 
printed together with the nominatiop.

The first case is that of Brevet Major Jauzs Curtis, 
Captain of the Fifteenth U. 8. Infantry, who was charged 
with “disobedience of orders” and “ neglect of duty.” 
The first four specifications under the first charge set forth 
that Major Curtis allowed a quantity of iron, the property 
of the United States, or property which had been captured 
or abandoned by the late Rebel government, to be taken 
away from the limits of his ocmmand, and disposed of in 
violation of executive order, bearing date November 11, 
1865, on which specifications the Court found the accused 
not guilty. The fifth specification asserts that Major 
Curtis, in disobedience to orders from Headquarters Dis- 
trict of Chattahoochie, retained Lieutenant Quimsx under 
his command between the 28th day of September, 1866, 
and the 29th of December, of the same year. The accused 
was found guilty of this specification, and of the first 
charge, as also of the second charge, and two specifications 
under it which referred to the disposition of the property 
previously alluded to, The Court sentenced Major Curtis 
“to be suspended from rank and pay proper for six 
months, and to be reprimanded in orders by the General 
commanding the Department.” Major-General Tuomas 
makes the following remarks on the case : 

The ——T and findings in the case of Brevet Major 
James Curtis, Captain Fifteenth U.S. Infantry, are ap- 
proved. The sentence is confirmed, but on the unanimous 
recommendation of the Court, that portion of it requiring 
him “to be euspended from rank and pay proper for six 
months” is remitted. The remainder of the sentence re- 

uires a reprimand to be administered to the accused. 
Brevet Major Curtis being an officer of experience, his 
conduct has been a matter of surprise to the ent 
Commander. As commanding officer of the post, it was 
his duty to have guarded the interest of the Government 
0 as to prevent the irregularities for which he has been 
tried. His conduct merits the deepest censure, and the 
Major-General com ing yields to the recommendation 
of the Court solely in consi ion of the past faithful ser- 
vices of the accused, and with the hope that the leniency 
extended on this oc2asion may influence his future conduct 
and awaken him to a proper understanding of the duty he 
owes to himself and to the Government heserves. He will 
be released from arrest and restored to duty. 

Brevet Captain Witt1aM Gatioway, First Lieutenant 
Fifteenth U. 8. Infantry, was tried before the same Court, 
charged with “ misapplication of public property, with in- 
tent to defraud the United States,” the specification 
under this charge alleging that Captain Gatioway did sell 
or cause to be sold three pile hammers, the property of the 
United States. The Court having found the acoused 
guilty, sentenced him “to be dismissed the service of the 
United States.” The following remarks upon the case 
are male by Major-General Tuomas: 

The proceedings and findings in the case of Brevet Cap- 
tain Witt1am Gattoway, First Lieutenant Fifteenth U. 
8. Infantry, are approved. The Major-General command- 
ing is loth to believe that an officer of Brevet Captain 
Gattoway's experience could believe that the property 
he is charged with disposing of could become his pri- 
vate property except by a regular purchase. It was his 
duty, as an officer of the Government, to see that all 
the abandoned property was gathered up and disposed 
of for the benefit of the United States, or turned over to 
such department thereof as indicated by competent au- 
thority. The accused cannot shield himself behind the 
sanction of his commanding officer, who had no right to 
authorize the sale of the property in question, and Brevet 

Captain Gattowar should have known that the order of 
his commander in the premises was illegal and highly im- 
proper, and no officer, prompted by a proper sense of duty, 
would have obeyed it. The Major-General commanding 
is satisfied that, while the testimony reveals conduct on 
the | nea of the accused that every high-minded officer wili 
condemn, yet the facts established by the evidence will 
scarcely warrant the sentence of dismissal. He therefore 
disapproves of the sentence. Brevet Captain GaLLoway 
will be released from arrest and restored to duty.

pany funds. The accused being found guilty of this 
charge and the specification under it was sentenced to make 
good to the United States the sum of five hundred dollars, 
the value of the property misapplied, and to be reprimanded 
in order by the General commanding the Department.” 
General Tuomas remarks upon the case as follows : 

The proceeedings and findings in the case of Brevet Captain 
S. R. Honzy, First Lieutenant Thirty-tnird Infantry, are 
approved. The testimony does not show the exact amount 
received by the accused for the articles sold. The sentence 
is confirmed, with the understanding that the said amount 
only shall be made good. This amount will be collected by 
the commanding officer, Thirty-third U. 8. Infantry, and 
turned over to the Commissioner of the Bureau of Rufugees, 
Freedmen, and Abandoned Lands for Alabama, in accord- 
ance with Executive Order of November 11, 1865. 

The conduct of Brevet Captain Hongy cannot be too 
strongly condemned. It is true, he received no personal bene- 
fit from this unauthorized sale, and that he had the consent 
of his commanding officer to sell the old iron, yet an officer 
of Brevet Captain Honey's intelligence should have known 
that his commanding officer had no authority to authorize 
the sale of property which clearly belonged to the United 
States. Brevet Captain Honzy will be released from ar- 
rest and restored to duty.

NEW BOOKS. 


New Pursiocnomry, on Sicns or Cnanacter. ByS. RB 
Watts, Editor of the Phrenological Journal. New

THE PAY OF MIDSHIPMEN AND MATES. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal. 

Sir :—Can any reason be given why the benefits of Gen- 
eral Orders No. 75 (increasing the pay of naval officers), 
were not extended to midshipmen and mates of the United 
States Navy ? The Hon. Secretary of the Navy says: 
“The act of March 3, 1865, having increased the pay of 
midshipmen and mates, the allowance hereby authorized 
(General Orders No. 75) will not be extended to them.” 
He probably is not aware that the two rejected grades are 
the poorest paid of any officers of the service; and if an 
increase of pay was needed by any grade of officers it was 
most certainly the poorest paid who were in want. Their 
expenses are as heavy, and they are supposed to dress as 
well as any ward-room officer. All the benefits of the or- 
der were extended to third assistant engineers, although 
they have heretofore enjoyed the luxuries of increased pay 
an equal number of times with mates and a greater num- 
ber than midshipmen. A third assistant eagineer’s present 
sea pay amounts to $1,333 1-3, exclusive of rations, while 
a midshipman’s is but $800, and a mates but $720, or about 
one-half. Is there any justice in granting an increase of 
pay to one and withholding it from another equally as 
| deserving ? 

The duties of a third assistant engineer in the fire or en- 
gine rooms compare exactly with those of midshipmen and 
mates upon the forecastle or quarter-deck; then why 
should there be such a vast difference in the pay? and 
why does an engineer get so much more pay than those 
with whom they rank ? 

Will some generous person lay the injustice we suffer 
before the proper authority, and thereby confer a great 
favor upon the junior line officers of the Navy ?

PLAN OF A CAMPAIGN AGAINST THE IN- 
DIANS. 








To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal. 

Sir :—The recent horrible massacres of the garrisons of 
Forts Phil. Kearny and Buford in the Indian country, 
certainly demand more than the passing notice of a news- 
paper account, and means should be adopted to prevent 
similar occurrences, especially as it is proposed to build 
some ten or twelve more new stations the coming Summer, 
in the Indian country, for the alleged purpose of protecting 
the overland emigration to Montana, Idaho, New Mexico 
and the Pacific slopes. The question arises, who is to 
blame for the recent massacre of the garrisons at the posts 
above named? I imagine it will not be a difficult task to 
lay the blame where it properly belongs, and before I 
finish, the reader will preceive who is to blame, and the 
causes of the massacre. 

The cry is raised, why were not more troops stationed 
at these exposed points? If the number of troops suffi- 
cient to garrison all the frontier posts, and those proposed 
to be built, were sent forward, as these Anowing ones 
demand, it would require double the present strength of 
the army for this purpose, and to perform at the same time 
the various duties otherwise required of it. 

It is a well-known fact, that the American Fur Company 
have had trading stations on the Upper Missouri, at Forts 
Pierre, William, Berthold, Union, Galpin and Benton 
(ordinary stockades), surrounded by the numerous bands 
of hostile Sioux for the last forty or fifty years, occupied 
and defended by not over twenty men (and frequently a 
less number). These posts have been frequently attacked 
by Indians, outnumbering their inmates fifty to one ; yet not 
an instance has ever occurred where the Indiansever captured 
a post, or killed more than two or three of its defenders, dur- 
ing the numberless attacks that have been made upon them. 
Yet we have the startling news of the massacre of eighty 
United States soldiers at Fort Buford, and ninety odd at 
Phil. Kearny, and the former post plundered, etc. To the 
minds of those having any Indian experience, who un- 
derstand the Indian mode of warfare, their cunning 
deceives to deceive the inexperienced, the massacres 
above mentioned are readily accounted for. In the 
first place, nineteen-twentieths of the troops now on the 
frontier in pursuit of the Indians and guarding exposed 
posts, are composed of men recently recruitec in the 
Atlantic States, the officers newly appointed to positions, men 
who probably have never seen an Indian, or know any more 
about their mode of warfare and character than a China- 
man does of the mysteries of the Trinity, and, as a conse- 
quence, they are completely at the mercy of these red 
devils, to be killed and scalped ad libitum. 

Officers are placed in command of important and exposed 
points, whose only recommendations are that they have 
acted gallantly during the recent Rebellion, and displayed 
good management in the field, etc., but this fact certainly 
does not make them Indian fighters, or qualified for com- 
mands in an Indian country, where they have got to deal 
with a cunning and treacherous foe. I will venture the 
assertion that the recent massacres have been caused by a 
want of proper precaution on the part of those in charge, 
and a lack of knowledge of Indian character and the 
many deceptions they practice to accomplish their designs. 
This want of precaution on the part of the commanding 
officer of Phil. Kearny clearly proves his ignorance of 
Indian warfare, and the many tricks they play to ensnare 
white men into their ambuscades. We would not have had 
to record that massacre if an experienced officer had been 
in command, ag 
It would require too long an article to go into details as 
to the many cunning devices practised by Indians to draw 








the garriscns out of their stockades, to lead them into 


ambuscades, etc. An experienced officer, on such 
occasions, is not caught so easily, and Indians soon find out 
what kind of mettle their opponents are composed of, and 
soon learn whether they can accomplish any design they 
may have of attacking a post, or other body of men, whom 
they see vigilant, watchful, and using precautions to avoid 


etc. 
Toaxperiensed oflloers aze too apt to be careless, and off 
their guard, because for weeks at a time no sign or indica- 


tions of ee have been seen or heard of near = 
stations, and, as a consequence, imagine themselves 
from danger and attack. It io: invanlabty upon these 
occasions that they are suddenly attacked, and the sudden- 
ness of these attacks throws the garrisons into i 
which invariably encourages the Indians to their 
attack, for they have learned the advantages they possess 
over a demoralized party of whites. An officer should 
make it his sole aim to avoidjthis, and never to be caught 
off his guard. 

The old mode of starting out large colamns of troops 
in pursuit of Indians, I would suppose, had fully satisfied 
the Department at Washington, as not only being useless 
and expensive, but the height of folly—and the greatest 
farce of all, is the idea of sending infantry over the vast 
prairies on the frontier, in pursuit of Indians, who are 
semtes on the best horses in America, as well as the 

eetest. 

If the Government wishes to effectually chastise and 
put a stop to their robbing and murdering pastimes, and 
bring them under complete subjection, they must adopt a 
far different policy from that usually followed, and now in 
progress. I will propose the following: 

Do away altogether with the Indian Bureau, and turn 
the management and control of Indian affairs over to the 
War Department. Break up Indian trading stations, and 
have no more Indian agents (the latter have caused all the 
troubles). At every agency, or proposed agency, station a 
detachment of infantry. Have all annuities and Indian goods 
invoiced to the officer in command, the same as Quarter- 
master and Commissary stores; and let the distribution 
and management of the goods and the.conducting of the 
agency be done under the immediate supervision of the 
officer in charge, holding him responsible for the faithful 
performance of this duty. 

Establish stockades (temporarily) at prominent points 
(say one hnndred miles) west of the Missouri River, at dif- 
ferent points in and near the Black hills, and on the streams 
that flow through the Mauvais Terre. Garrison these 
stations with one hundred infantry, with four 12- pounder 
mountain howitzers, to act entirely on the defensive; and 
store at these points, a year’s supply of forage and 
provisions, say for twelve h cavalry (beside 
the stores for the garrison). Start outthree or four 
columns of cavalry in pursuit of the Indians, from 
different points, the entire force acting under the 
instructions of an experienced officer (Brevet Major- 
General Alfred Sully), to chase these up and not 
allow them any rest, or time to hunt and secnre their 
Winter supply of buffalo meat. By one vigorous campaign 
of this kind, the Indians would be forced to sue for mercy 
and peace on any terms, as starvation would certainly 
be the result, as they are compelled to lay up large quan- 
tities of buffalo meat for their families for Winter. It is 
utterly impossible to supply their wants, if they are forced 
to depend on the Winter hunt. 

The greatest advantage derived from this plan of build- 
ing temporary stockades as above mentioned, is the fact 
that the cavalry ean move with the greater rapidity, travels 
if n , from fifty to seventy-five mile a day, and not 
be detained all Summer in travelling two or three hundred 
miles (and accomplishing nothing,) with a wagon train a 
mile or two long. The different columns can pack on their 
horses four or five days’ rations with them, and when es 
get out they can push for the nearest post, get a 
supply, and thus be able to resume the pursuit of bands of 
Indians with more chances of success, and can prevent 
their securing their buffalo meat, etc.; besides,a campaign 
of this kind would certainly result in the capture of some 
of their encampments, together with their women and 
children ; this fact alone would pene te a greater terror 
on the Indians than the killing of hundreds of them ina 
fight, and would make them sue for peace quicker than any 
injury that could be possibly inflicted on them. 
The experience of past Indian campaigns, their 
unsatisfactory results, clearly demonstrate the advantages 
of what I propose, and its practicability. ° 
Six or eight regiments of volunteer cavalry, to be raised 
in Kansas, Nebraska, Western Iowa, Minnesota and 
Dakota, each man to furnish his own horse (the Govern- 
ment to pay forty cents per day extra for each horse), and 
an officer selected for his known experience of Indian 
character and mode of warfare to command them ; and to 
permit this officer to plan and prosecute his campaigns 
without being hampered with (red-tape) officers who are a 
thousand miles off. One Summer’s campaign, as above 
proposed, would suffice to forever put an end to our Indian 
troubles, and would take the conceit out of these red 
devils, who have now become elated with their recent suc- 
cess and exploits in massacring a ison of innocent 
and harmless Irish and Dutch recruits, lately from their 
homes, and the young men from the villages and towns of 
New England. V=RITAS.

An acting 
assistant serving in the field, and who is consid- 
ered in the mili service, receives for his compensation 
$110 per month. An acting assistant surgeon in a city, 
and who is not in the military service, ae 
month, his whole time being devoted to the duties of his 
he finding his own instruments. Then I take it, 
that if the latter person is not in the mili service he is 
in the civil, and hence gets the benefit of the late bill in- 
creasing the pay of those in the civil service 20 per cent. 
The former class does not receive any increase, being en- 
tirely shut out from all its benefits. Contrast, now, the 
pay and requirements of these gentlemen with any clerk of 
either of the departments. The latter need be but par- 
tially educated—that is, his being a good penman and 
accountant is quite sufficient; but with the former, he 
must be conversant in every way with his profession in all 
ite branches. He must be aun educated man or he will be 
rejected by the Board of Examiners, and when accepted, 
he must give his whole time to his duties—night and day 
must be devoted—while the clerk, in his unimportant 
position, gives but six or seven hours per diem of his time, 
and that but six days of the week, and for which he is so 
much the better paid. Again, contrast the relative re- 
sponsibilities of the two Government employees, putting 
aside the thousands of dollars worth of property in their 
possession. ‘There are the lives of the officers and soldiers 
under their professional care. What is the clerk’s respon- 
sibility? In fact there is not the slightest difference be- 
tween an acting assistant sur and an assistant surgeon 
of the United States Army, except that one holds a com- 
mission and the other a contract ; otherwise they are equal, 
and many are the instances that came’to my own observa- 
tion where the contractor was superior to the commis- 
tioned, but because the duties and responsibilities are as 
great on the one as the other, the former gets $97 50 and 
the other about $170. More than this may be adduced to 
show that while every other department rewarded its em- 
ployees for services during the war, it has not come to my 
knowledge that one acting assistant surgeon was favored 
with a recognition of his (to say the least) valuable ser- 
vices by having a commission conferred on him, though 
many served from the commencement. Certainly there 
must be something wanted somewhere.

BANDS IN THE ARMY. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal. 

Sir:—I see many communications on the subject of 
Congress taking away bands from the Army. From the 
complaining tones of the writers (no pun intended), I 
judge that bands were a popular institution. 

ow I really supposed that Congress did not intend to 
ceprive us of music by annulling the present law for bands, 
but that the intention was really to destroy their present 
organization, and wait till a healthy one could be proposed 
for their reconstruction. I have been some time in the 
service, and have never yet been able to find out by what 
law a band was sustained—#. ¢., where the money was to 
come from. Your greater commerce with legislation on 
Army matters may enable you to inform a large class of 
military readers equally ignorant with myself. Where is 
the law to buy and repair instruments, to buy music, to 
pay extra allowances to band leaders and expert musicians ? 
All these things are certainly necessary expenses, and a 
little is required for extra uniform, if we would have any 
esprit de corps inthem. If there is a law constituting bands, 
did the makers of it expect men who would never hear it 
to contribute to it ? 

Surgeon-General Hammond once wrote a book on hy- 
giene, in which he misrepresented Congress to the European 
world very much. He thought that Con meant what 
they said—that a soldier’s ration was his own, that the 
33 1-3 per cent. saving on flour was to preserve his health 
by varying his food; but we all know that they meant 
that only a small portion of this saving was to go to that 
purpose. The great body of it goes to bands. It would 
be curious to see the figures showing how many men have 
contributed their flour to bands that they have never 
heard a strain from. 

The worst of all was when somebody destroyed regi- 
mental bands and established fiteen post bands—nobody 
knew where the money was to come from to pay them. 
Regimental pride could do something toward the support 
of a regimental band, but what interest had anybody say 
in a band in New York ? 

For my the sooner the whole thing is destroyed 
the better. I ama great lover of music, and soon hope to 
see & regiment with its band as surely as with its 
colors; but let that band be asked for boldly, its necessity 
insisted on manfully, and let it be supported by the Gov- 
ernment in all strict necessary expenses. Musto.

Now the amount of petty agonies 
and inconveniences included in the above list is almost 
intolerable, and the list might be extended by the diffi- 
culties almost insuperable in laundress’s, tailor’s, and 
dairyman’s accounts. Southerners are rather deaf to 
i greenbacks, and really this maddening 
purgatory might be done away with if our superiors 
would only give them their attention.

THE BATTLE OF BULL RUN. 
Joszrx E. Jounsrton, late of the Confederate service, has 
published a long letter in the Selma Daily Messenger, cor- 
recting numerous errors in a life of Stonewall Jackson, by 
a member of his staff. We make some extracts from the 
letter : 

This account of the battle does great injustice to Gen- 
eral Beauregard, and to Lee’s and Early’s brigade and 
their Commanders. General Jackson's great fame is in no 
degree enhanced by such disparagment of his associates. 

Page 330: The pursuit of the enemy was not continued beyond 
Centreville, and this was the first error which made the leurels of the 
Confederate Army, so fair to the eye, barren of substantial truit. 
It was accounted ior, in part, by the paucity of cavalry; but this 
excuse was no justification, because the cavalry in hand, of which 
only two companies had been engaged in the actual combat, were 
not pertinaciously pressed after the fugitives, but_ paused even before 
it met with any solid resistance upon them. 

The “substantial fruit” of this victory was the preser- 
vation of the Confederacy. No more could have been 
hoped for. The pursuit of the enemy was not continued, 
because: our cavalry (a very small force) was driven back 
by the “solid resistance” of the United States Infantry. 
Its rear guard was an entire division, which had not been 
engaged, and was twelve or fifteon times more numerous 
than our two little bodies of cavalry. The infantry was 
not required to continue the pursuit because it would have 
been harrassing it to no purpose. It is well known that 
infantry unencumbered by baggage trains can easily escape 
pursuing infantry. Napoleon’s victories of Lutzen and 
Bautzen are strong instances. I maintain that, consider- 
ing the relative strength of the belligerents, the Southern 
people could not have hoped for more “‘ substantial fruits” 
of this victory. ‘The defeat of the Confederate army 
would have involved the immediate overthrow of the Con- 











Page 230: Another cause of the interrupted pursuit—a rumor was 
brought at sunset to the commanding Generals by some alarmed scout, 
who had seen some bewildered picket of the enemy wandering through 
the country, that a powerful Federal force was about to attack the 
lines of Bull Kun, near Union Mills, where they were now denuded 
of defenders. This caused them to recall the tresher regiments from 
the chase, and send them upon a forced march of seven or eight miles 
enemy, and to return next morning to the field 


We had, of course, but one commanding General—my- 
self. The story of the “ alarmed scout,” and “ bewildered 
picket” is doubtless intended for sarcastic surmise—not 
fact. It is out of place in a biography of Jackson. No 
troops ‘“‘ were recalled from the chase and sent seven or 
eigth miles by night”’ or day “‘ to meet an imaginary ene- 
my.” Holmes’ brigade, which arrived too late to join in 
the battle or pursuit, and Ewell’s, reported by its com- 
mander to be four miles off after the fight was over, were 
ordered to return to their camps, for the comfort of the 
men, and to spare Ewell’s a needless march. The latter, 
in his conversation with me, said that the Federal troops, 
which had been facing our centre and right during the 
day, were reported to be advancing. He agreed with me, 
however, that if this were true, they would soon be re- 
called to serve as a rear guard. Still, he and Holmes were 
cautioned to be on their guard. No soldier was ordered 
by me to march, in co uence of this report, or exposed 
to discomfort or } oP wy troops were ordered to the 
* field of battle” next day, except those detailed to collect 
the arms, etc. Our infantry, which pursued the enemy 
from the field, finding their pursuit ineffectual, soon 
abandoned it. 

_— 231: It was expected that the Confederate commanders

My information of the disposition of the army was very 
different. According to it, the troops believed that thai 
victory had established the independence of the South 
that all their country required of them had been accom. 
plished—the war ended, and their military obligations ful. 
filled They therefore left the army in crowds, to return 
to their homes. Such was the report of the generals, 
colonels, staff cfficers, and railroad officials. The exulty. 
tation of victory cost us more than the Federal Army lost 
by defeat. 

Pages 231-82: In a few days the patriotic citizens of Alexandris 
sent authentic intelligence of the condition of the beaten rabble 
there and in Washington, which a true military sagacity would have 
anticipated, as Jackson did, without actual testimony. 

No such intelligence was sent to me. Nor were the Fai. 
eral troops south of the Potomac arabble. Mansfield’s 
Miles’, and Runyon’s divisions, a larger force than we 
could have _—— against them, had not been beaten, 
nor engaged—and the reports of the commanders of the 
brigades engaged show that they entered the intrench- 
ments organized, except those who fled individually from 
the field. 

We attempted invasion in 1862 and again in 1863, 
First, after Gen. Lee's victories over McClellan and Pops, 
and Jackson’s over Banks, Fremont, and Shields. The 
second time when the way was supposed to have been 
opened by the effect of the battles of Fredericksburg and 
Chancellorsville. 

On these occasions the} forces defeated were ten times 
as great as those repulsed on the 2lst of July, 1861, and 
their losses twénty times as great. Yet those defeated 
armies met us at Sharpsburg and Gettysburg, so - 
ened in numbers and spirit as to send back the war into 

irginia. These events show how far in July, 1861, our 
army could have “rushed blazing” through the North 
(and it could have crossed the Potomac), and how much 
the North would have been “frightened.” ‘The failure 
of invasions conducted by Lee, aided by Longstreet end 
Jackson, and attempted under such circumstances, proves 
that the Confederacy was too weak for offensive war, and 
is a conclusive argument in favor of the course against 
which the author declaims so vehemently. 

Page 234: He (Gen. Jackson) was then compelled to sis silent 
and see the noble army, with its enthusiastic recruits, withering 
away in inaction on the plains of Bull Run—now doubly pesuiential 
from the miasma of the August heats an the stench of the battle 
field—under camp fevers ten-fold more fatal than all the bullets of 
the enemy. Regiments dwindled, under the scourge, to skeletons; 
and the rude, temporary hospitals acquired trains of graves 
more numerous and extensive than those upon the hills around the 
Stone Bridge. 

If Gen. Jackson had seen the state of things described 
above, he eould not have been compelled to “sit silent. 
He would have done his duty by protecting his brigade 
from the effects of such wretched incompetence, by 
remonstrance to the General, and, if that proved ineffective, 
by appeal to the Government. His silence proves thst 
he did not see the evils his biographer describes.

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STEEL ARMOR-PLATES. 


Snortty after the introduction of armor-plated ships, 
gnd in the infancy of the famous cause, guns versus 
it was (discovered that cast-iron shot when they 
to penetrate the plates against which they were 
directed, invariably broke up ; and a little further ex- 
perience rendered it clear that much of the potential 
mergy which should have been wholly expended on the 
jon of the target was wasted in the disruption of 
‘the projectile. It became, therefore, a matter of con- 
siderable importance to select the toughest and best cast 
jron which could be had as a material for shot, and more 
ts than one were taken out for prccesses intended to 
a toughness and rigidity which the material did 
not naturally possess as it came from the blast furnace. 
Wrought-iron, and even sfeel shot, were also used to an 
extent greatly limited by considerations of cost, and diffi- 
culty of manufacture. The makers of targets were not 
idle meanwhile, and perceiving the necessity for opposing 
to the projectile a material sufficiently hard to break it up, 
proposed the use of plates either made wholly of 
steel or faced with that metal. But, on trial, it was 
found that no reliance whatever could be placed on steel 
tes. The particulars of a single experiment carried 
out in Russia, in 1863, will suffice to explain the cause 
and manner of their failure under fire. 

A bammered steel-armor plate 4 1-2 inches thick was 

gubmitted to the fire of an ordinary 68-pounder gun. The 
etration was not quite so deep as with iron, but it was 
on that the back of the plate was broken into fragments 
behind the place of impact of the shot, by the wavo of 
transmission, and the plate was cracked through its whole 
length. Sishilar results attended the few English experi- 
ments made. Toughness could not be dispensed with, and 
attempt to produce a plate which should combine 
pt ers of steel with the tenacity of wrought iron 
terminated unsuccessfully. From this cause, and the high 
price which must in any case have been paid for heavy 
steel plates, their adoption ceased to be contemplated by 
our Government, and up to a very recent period little 
or nothing has been said about them. 

The success which has attended the introduction of 
“chilled” shot; certain peculiarities in the behavior of 
these projectiles, and material improvements in the manu- 
facture of armor plates, have operated together to re-open 
the whole question ; and what may be made a very import- 
ant series of experiments commenced on Tuesday at Ports- 
mouth, on board the Thunderer, floating target ship. The 

fired at was built up of alternate layers of steel and 

m, on a plan suggested by Mr. George Wilson, the 
manager of Messrs. Cammel & Co.’s works, at which it 
was constructed. It weighed about 5 tons 7 hundred- 
weight, and was 7 inches thick and 12 feet long, 
by 8 feet 11 inches wide. It was secured to a timber 
bulkhead or backing 42 inches thick, and the range was 
but 35 feet. Five shots were directed nearly on one spot 
from the cast-iron 68-pounder smooth-bore gun, with 
charges of 14 pounds of powder and cast-iron shot; and 
two rounds were fired from an Armstrong 7-inch rifled gun, 
with 22 pounds of powder and a Palliser projectile. The 
resistance of tke steel was greater than that of an iron 
plate, but official reticence has in a great measure prevent- 
ed the precise facts from transpiring. The plate, as a 
whole was severely idented, cracked across in one place, 
andin another just penetrated by a Palliser shot, which 
broke up without getting far into the backing. The union 
of the ateel and iron appears to have been perfect; and in 
one word, the experiment so far goes to show that it may 
be possible to introduce steel as a material for armor 
plates with some advantage. 

Now, if steel really possesses a greater power of resist- 
ance than iron, itis evident that, other things being equal, 
we can reduce the weight of armor to be carried in direct 
proportion to its comparative increase in impregnability. 
Thus we may yet find that seven inches of steel are as 
good as ten inches of iron, and it is needless to point out 
how important an inflnence such a tact would exert on 
many problems of naval construction. Yet it would be 
unwise, we think, to assume from the data befere us alone, 
that steel will really hold out such important advantages 
as may permit us to senisbly reduce the thickness of the 
plating to be carried by our ships of war. Tho great 
defect of “chilled” projectiles is their excessive brittleness, 
and no doubt hard steel is just the thing to bring against 
them. “Chilled” shot perform their work under much 
the same conditions, and from much the same causes, as 
those existing and operating when a candle is fired through 
Seoft deal plank. But it by no means follows as a conse- 
quence that steel plates would be equally efficient in repel- 

ing steel ehot, which is not only hard, but tough as well; 
and We may point out that there is no reason whatever for 
eving that nothing but a recourse to expensive steel 
plates will enable us to cope with the “chilled” projectiles, 
the contrary, there is good reason for concluding that 
may be kept out of a ship on much easier terms.

The 
whole success of such shot depends on enabling them to 
age all that they have got todo at one operation. 
hey cannot punch plates in detail, and it has therefore 
proposed to divide the armor carried by a ship into 
two sections, with a space between. ‘Thus we will sup- 
pose that a 4-inch plate is carried outside the ship, and in- 
side, or at least at the distance of a couple of feet from this, 
a 2-inch plate is to be bolted. A heavy Palliser shot would 
make nothing of plumping through 6 inches of iron asa solid 
plate, but to pass through two thinner plates arranged as 
we have described would be quite another matter. The 
shot would pass through the first plate easily enough, but 
in so doing it would be broken to atoms, and the pieces 
wonld be effectually kept out by the second plate. It 
might even be possible to exclude “chilled ” shot from the 
Warrior's battery by the use of heavy mantlets of wire or 
hempen rope. The plating defending the ship is, we fancy, 
quite competent to break up any “chilled” shot yet made. 
The mantlet would then deal with the fragments as though 
they were so much grape shot. The scheme of double 
armor-plating has not been tested practically, and it may 
be found that experiment will not support the theory we 
have sketched, but it is very probable that it will, and, 
in any case it would not cost much to test the value 
of mantlets. 

Cast-iron projectiles may no doubt continue to prove 
very serviceable for a long time, and up to the present mo- 
ment their triumph over all other projectiles has been com- 
plete. But the whole history of the struggle between guns 
and armor plates is one of alternate successes and reverses 
on either side. Cast-iron shot is now menaced with defeat 
by the introduction of steel plates and changes in the 
method of arranging armor on a ship’s side. The convic- 
tion has been daily gaining ground among the highest 
authorities that nothing will really ultimately serve our 
purpose as a material for shot and shell but steel. That 
such projectiles will prove expensive cannot be denied, but 
efficiency must be had at any cost, and we may rest as- 
sured that improvements in methods of manufacture which 
enable us to produce good steel armor-plates will not be 
unaccompanied by developments which will place good and 
cheap stee! shot also at our disposal.— Londen Engineer.

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FOREIGN MILITARY AND NAVAL ITEMS. 

Stn Jouw Paxryoron has had to defend before the House 
of Commons the construction of aship which is to be classed 
with our fast screw sloops. The name of this vessel is the 
Inconstant, and she is to be of:7,000 tons measurement, and 
carry ten guns and 600 men. In his remarks, Sm Joun 
Paxineton said: “I was very sorry to hear criticism 
on the Incenstant, Building that ship was a part of the 
policy ofthe late Admiralty. Looking’at what was going on 
in other countries, we found the United States building 
twelve of this class of veseels. I believe very much in the 


vigor of the United States, and when I had the pleasure of, 


sesing the Secretary of the United States Navy in this 
country, he made no secret of it that his department looked 
upon these ships as the most effective men-of-war. As to 
the Agincourt, she is a very valuable ship ; but she is a vessel 
of 10,000 tons, or 3,000 tons greater sizejthan the Inconstant. 
Does any one think such a ship would be as efficient as the 
Inconstant in protecting the commerce of the country.” 
This was in reply to a remark that it was unwise to build 
so large an unarmoured wooden ship as the Inconstant. 

Lava will be given proportionally to the members of 
the various branches of the War Department in England 
to visit the Paris- Exposition. ; 

Tux Admiralty has ordered the women employed in the 
rope walks at Chatham to be discharged. They numbered 
about 100, and naturally the yard officers wanted to know 
why it was done. Theonly answer was that Chatham had 
a much larger stock of rope yarns-than any other yard. 
The yarn is spun there by improved machinery tended by 
women, which makes it at a cost as much as £11 10s. a ton 
cheaper than the hand-made yarn. In accordance with the 
mysterious system of the Admiralty, the cheap makers are 
to be abandoned for the dear. 

Tux Royal Alfred, flagship of Sin Ropyex Munpr, who 
will soon take command of the American Station, has com- 
pleted her fitting and gone to try her speed at the measured 
mile, She is an armored screw frigate carrying eighteen 
guns. 

Two of Martin’s self-canting anchors lately stood the 
Admiraltry maximum test of forty-three tons, and after- 
ward of sixty-four and a-half tons, without permanent de- 
flection, and with a temporary bending of only three-tenths 
of aninch. They were fifty-two owt. anchors, made to 
replace a pair weighing seventy-two cwt., now on the 
Pallas. 


Tus French Army on the Ist of January, 1866, had 
395,564 active troops under arms, beside 5,181 enfant de 
troupe. In the whole servive there were : 


The re-engagements in 1865 were 12,700. The number of 
exonerations was 18,777. Out of 198,000 young men exam- 
ined, 10,609 were rejected for too small stature, the percen- 
tage being 5.89. 

Tur system of selling off old vessels which are pretty 
certain to cost more to keep than they come to, appears to 
find great favor with the last and the present Admiralties. 
In the British docks there are ninety to one hundred 
line-of-battle ships and frigates. They cannot be used for 
anything, and cost the country £1,000 each a year. The 
last First Lord intended to send some of them to market and 
hoped to get £200,000 this year in that way. He also 
proposed to sell the surplus wood in the yards. There is 
now a stock of 100,000 loads, though 60,000 loads has been 
the maximum generally allowed. Selling the surplus at 
about two-thirds the buying price, the entire yield of Dock- 
yard sales will be about £400,000. 

Tue French navy, according to pretty authentic ac- 
counts, is to take the step inaugurated by the example of 
the United States more than by any other nation, and 
which is as great a forward step as iron-clads themselves. 
The Toulon squadron is to have its armament completely 
changed. The numerous guns of low power and weight 
are to be supplanted by fewer pieces but of heavier calibre. 
The new guns are breech-loaders and are mounted on im- 
proved carriages. The change is made for the present in 
the iron-clad fleet, ‘‘ and as soon as this change is effected, 
the French fleet will be able to contend with impunity 
against all Monitors, past present and future” —according 
to the Gazette du Midi. 

Tue latest proposal in the matter of armor isa method 
of dealing with chilled shot. These break up on striking, 
and it does not matter whether it is a four or an eight-inch 
plate that meets its blow, the breaking up occurs with 
either. The suggestion is to have two plates a foot, say, 
apart. The shot strikes the outer plate, perhaps four inches 
thick, and breaks up. The inner plate then hasnothing to

~much grape. 
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BULL RUN REVIEWED. 


HE laborious distortion of the battle of Bull Run 

in Mr. Cooxe’s “‘ Life of Jackson ’’ has at length 

called out from General J. E."JouNsTon a reply so 

clear, instructive and convincing, that we have trans- 
ferred a part of it elsewhere to our columns. 

Six years nearly have elapsed since Bull Run was 
fought, and now it begins to assume its proper place 
in history. About no other battle of the war was ever 
so much ‘‘ bosh”’ written, both English and Con- 
federate, from the days of RussEx1 to those of CooKE. 
General McDowELL’s official report, though admirably 
accurate, was, from necessity, an imperfect story of 
the battle, especially as to its remoter results. BErav- 
REGARD’S report was purposely framed for effect, as a 
military device, and possesses no value as a historical 
document. JOHNSTON’s was candid and instructive, 
but needed this supplementary chapter he now fur- 
nishes. Turning-point though it was in the war, and 
properly set down as one of the few decisive battles, 
Bull Run was intrinsically a mere reconnoissance, com- 
pared with the giant encounters it ushered in. It was 
great, because it was first ; but it loses in relative mag- 
nitude as it recedes in history. 

One of the errors long afloat, concerned the numbers 
in the opposing ranks at Bull Run. McDoweLi 
marched to Centreville 30,000 strong, and there two 
regiments were discharged, leaving him 25,000 strong. 
BEAUREGARD’S army was officially reported as 21,000 
strong, and JOHNSTON’s as 11,000, and, as General 
JOHNSTON now tells us, ‘‘ about 8,300 of the 11,000 
** were engaged in the battle.” That is to say, there 
were 28,000 troops on the one side, and 29,300 on the 
other, available on the day of battle. PATTERSON’s 
troops in the Shenandoah Valley, and the delayed 
forces of JOHNSTON, are both to be ciphered out of 
the estimate. 

On both sides the forces were substantially of the 
same sort—raw. McDoweE Lt went into the battle, as 
he tells us, ‘‘ with everything green.’’ Nearly all his 
regiments were three months’ militia, whose terms of 
service were expiring; there were a few raw three 
years’ regiments, just raised, and a mere handful of 
Regulars. BEAUREGARD referred, in his report, to 
the many ‘‘ Regular troops” he opposed. The fact 
is, that the entire: Regular Infantry, grouped into a 
battalion under Major SyKEs, was from 800 to 850 
strong ; and the small cavalry battalion was little used. 
What a Regular force 2,000 or 3,000 strong might 
have achieved, is evident from the brisk style in which 
Sykes and the rest of Hunrer’s left drove EVANs 
back at the opening of the fight, and the ease with 
which the Regulars covered the subsequent retreat. 
On the other hand, the Confederate troops were then 
every whit as raw and untrustworthy as our own. 
They straggled fearfully from the field of battle, and 
afterward, in JOHNSTON’s words, “‘left the army in 
“crowds, to return to their homes.’’ There was 
absolutely no choice between the armies, in matter of 
efficiency, both being raw, and the officers on both 
sides equally unskilled in marching and fighting such 
large commands as they had. Most of the officers on 
both sides were Volunteers, and, of the old Regulars, 
not one had been a general officer, and only a few had 
held a rank above the line. It was a toss of a penny, 
with such equal numbers and equally untrained armies, 
which would win. 

Again, neither general carried out his original plan 
of battle, thus leaving still more tochance. McDow- 
ELL proposed to turn the Confederate right, but 
TyLzR’s fiasco and the cbvious strength of the 




















enemy’s right conjoined to make him attempt the left 





instead. At the same moment, JoHNsTon, sanetion 
ing BEAUREGARD’S plan, had planned to turn the 
Union left, and had his orders out for that movemen; 
when he found his own left fairly turned; then he 
countermanded the movement. As BEAUREGARD’; 
intended stroke was bold and wise, so also Was 
McDowE1’s. The latter’s plan of joffering bat), 
was not only entirely right (so that at this day he 
would do the same thing over again), but it was ep. 
tirely successful. When, however, |we come to the 
tactics of the field, they were equally bad on both 
sides ; that is to say, as bad as possible, because the 
troops and most of their officers were unskilled. Three 
golden hours were lost in HUNTER’s march to tam 
the enemy’s flank; then, the Union troops go: 
awkwardly into action; finally, when the crisis of the 
day came, the Union attacks on the plateau, which 
was the key-point, were made battalion at a time, in 
brave but useless rushes. Experienced troops unde 
a veteran leader would have swept the field like , 
hurricane. However, the Confederate troops wer 
just as ignorant and unmanageable, or they wouli 
have gained the victory earlier. Inexplicable luk, 
confused movements, and mistakes in recognizing 
friend from foe, were constant on both sides. 

Looking at the battle itself, we shall find its fluety- 
ations pretty exactly in ratio to the numerical strength 
of either party at any given hour at any given point, 
and solely in that ratio. For example, when Hvy- 
TER turned JOHNSTON’s left, BURNSIDE and Evans 
had an indecisive opening skirmish ; but, when Huy. 
TER'S division was well up, it drove the brigades of 
Bere, Bartow and Evans back, turned the Confed- 
erate left, uncovered Stone Bridge, and swept the 
enemy backward fully a mile and a half. Hunrer’s 
success opened a path for two of TYLER’s brigades to 
cross Stone Bridge, and, HemnTzELMAN’s division 
also being up, a total of about 17,000 men advanced 
on the flying Confederates. SHERMAN, on coming 
up, found nothing to do, but was ordered by McDow- 
ELL, to ‘join in the pursuit of the enemy.” What 
with raw troops and raw officers, a golden hour was 
then lost, and in that time the Confederates were 
rallied and saved. JOHNSTON candidly tells us, in 
his official report, that, during this lucky lull, “ the 
“aspect of affairs was critical,’ the troops being 
** ereatly discouraged,’’ and BEAUREGARD and himself 
arrived ‘‘not a moment too soon”? to keep the army 
from going to pieces. Great bodies rushed to the 
rear in Bull-Run disorder ; but, after a while, “ many 
‘* of the broken troops, fragments of companies, and 
‘* individual stragglers, were reformed and brought 
**into action.”’ 

So went the battle while the Union forces were 
superior. The next scene was the struggle for the 
plateau beyond Young’s Branch, near the Robinson 
and the Henry House, where the rallied Confederates 
formed line. For some time, McDowett slowly 
gained ground. But the Confederate reénforcements 
were getting in, and in the ratio of those reénforc- 
ments the Union progress slackened and finally paused. 
MILEs’ division, nearly 9,000 strong, was back at 
Centreville, and ScHENCK’s brigade of Tyzr’s di- 
vision never crossed Bull Run. Hence, McDow£Ll 
never had over 17,000 troops in all on the field of 
battle. Still, with these, he had such uniform suc. 
cess at first that he rightly counted on carrying the 
day. To sweep the last Confederate position, he had 
six brigades, those of Witcox, HowarbD, Ports, 
FRANKLIN, SHERMAN and Keyes, and three or four 
batteries, beside a withdrawn brigade, BURNSIDE §, 
in reserve, and a brigade and a battery just ready to 
cross and go into action. But, as he was about t0 
make a fresh effort, the final reénforcements of the 
enemy came in and turned the scale, and out of defest 
snatched victory.

We believe 
these to be the simple and literal facts about Bull 
Run, and, though they have been clouded by the sick- 
ening braggadocio of some of the victors (who were 
never so surprised in their lives as when they gained 
the battle), they will go down to history. The Con- 
federate troops were beaten just so long as they were 
inferior in numbers to the Union troops, and the latter 
were in turn beaten just so soon as they lost numerical 

jority. Heaven was notably “ on the side of the 
“strongest battalions.” 

Que other thing. While beforehand it was a mat- 
ter of perfect uncertainty which of these two evenly- 
matched forces should win, it was a matter of perfect 
certainty that the other would be not beaten merely, 
bat routed. The rawness of the troops made rout in- 
evitable; but battle alone could determine on which 
party rout should fall. Here is the key to the sequel 
of Bull Run. The chief disorder of the retreat was, 
wis well known, among the herd of Congressmen, 
correspondents, cartmen, and other civilians in the 
rear: but the troops, also, marched off disorganized. 
Now, curiously enough, this same inevitable effect of 
the defeat of raw troops happened first to the assembly 
of militia that mainly formed the Confederate army. 
General JORDAN, BEAUREGARD’S own chief-of-staff, 
tells us that such was the stream of stragglers at one 
time pouring in panic from the field, that JEFF. Da- 
vis, who was coming upon it at the time, thought his 
army had been utterly routed. Two well men carried 
off every wounded one, and skulkers crowded the 
roads. Eye-witnesses of these scenes tell the same 
story in the newspapers of the period. General 
JoHNsTON reiterates the same truth in his letter. 
How, indeed, with raw troops, could it be otherwise 
on either side ? 

What tells more significantly than aught else the 
true story of Bull Run, is the fact insisted upon by 
General JOHNSTON, that his troops were unfit to pur- 
sue even so disorganized a force as ours. They did 
noteven cross Cub Run. A few, going forward, halt- 
ed and turned back at ‘‘the apparent firmness,” to 
quote JoHNSTON’S official report, ‘‘of the United 
“States troops at Centreville who had not been en- 
“gaged, which checked our pursuit.” This single 
sentence, and the well-known fact on which it is based, 
dispose forever of the Munchausenisms once in vogue 
about this battle. ‘‘ We were almost,” again said 
JonnsToN, unofficially, on one occasion, “‘as much 
“ disorganized by our victory as the Federals by their 
“defeat.’’ In his late letter, however, no reason for 
concealment now remaining, General JOHNSTON is 
still more frank. ‘‘The pursuit of the enemy was 
“not continued,’ he says, ‘* because our cavalry was 
“driven back by the ‘ solid resistance’ of the United 
“States infantry.’ The italics are General JoHN- 
ston’s. How does that suit the romancers who make 
the retreat from Bull Run a hideous débdcle, with 
every man of the ‘‘ United States infantry’’ running 
at top-speed, and the terrible ‘‘ black-horse cavalry ”’ 
hacking and hewing among the hindermost? JoHN- 
STON says very truly that one entire division, MILEs’ 
(9,000 strong), had not been engaged. Had the Con- 
federates sought to pursue, this force could have turned 
the seale, and ‘‘ the defeat of the Confederate Army,” 
adds Jounston, ‘‘ would have overthrown the Con- 
“federacy.”’ As to attacking Washington, about 
Which so much nonsense has been concocted by 
English and Confederate weak-brained writers, Gen- 
eral JOHNSTON bluntly says ‘‘the assault would have 
; been repulsed, and the enemy, then become the vic- 

torious party, would have resumed their march to 
“Richmond.” 

And now what of that “‘ flying rabble” whereof we 


wed to hear so much? General JOHNSTON says: 

Nor were the Federal troops south of the Potomacarabble. . . . 
They entered the entrenchments organised, except those who fled 
individually from the field. These latter undoubtedly gave an ex- 
“tgerated idea of the rout to the people of Washington; as those 
from our ranks met by the Presipent before he reached Manassas 
yo ad to the field, convinced him that our army had been de- 


Pel General JoHNsToN even declares that ‘‘ the 
_ passes’ referred to were less disorganized by de- 
than our army by triumph.” These assertions, 
Made deliberately by an officer who, in point of mili- 
ul and judgment, as well as individual probity, 
Sands in the front rank of American soldiers, justify

us in pronouncing this letter the most important con- 
tribution to the history of Bull Run since the year of 


its occurrence, If we take the report of General: 


McDowEL1, the Union commander, and his testi- 
mony before the War Committee, and then the report 
of General JoHNsTon, the Confederate commander, 
and his subsequent letters, we shall get the true story 
of the battle. But the stupid fictions formerly cur- 
rent no more describe Bull Run than they do the 
Homeric battles around Ilium. 








Wo are the men that will decide the fate of the 
South? They who “ for four years carried the revolt 
“on their bayonets.”’ It is ne longer the fire-eating 
politicians, poets and preachers who gauge public sen- 
timent there, but the soldiery who fought out the 
Confederate cause and surrendered it: Hence the 
cheeriest sign of the times is the conduct of the lead- 
ing generals of the South. Lxez, JoHNsTON, BEav- 
REGARD, LonasrrEeT, Hampron, TAYLOR, Ma- 
HONE, BARKSDALE, CHALMERS, GORDON, WHEELER, 
such is the list (which might easily be swelled) of men 
an Augusta paper points out to its readers as having 
advised ‘‘reéstablishing the political position of the 
** States upon the basis of the laws of Congress.”’ 
Thus it happens that the soldiers are now the best 
peace-makers, That their influence will outweigh 
the struggles of foolish demagogues to prolong the 
strife, who can doubt ? 

After all, it is a fraction of the Southern press 
which chiefly stands in the way of the prompt recon- 
struction of the Southern States. Judge UNDER- 
woop hit the difficulty very long ago, at Richmond, 
in speaking of ‘‘licentious tongues and pens” and 
of the Southern press which, ‘‘a blind leader of the 
** blind, has been, and still is, one of the chief causes 
‘of past, present and prospective calumny and mis- 
‘* fortune.’’ He added: 


The murders, duels, assassinations, violent and ungoverned pas- 
sions, ending in self-conflagration and self-immolation, unparalleled 
in any heathen country; the poverty, suffering, agony and degrada- 
tion which have given this city of almost unequalled natural capa- 
bilities its bad eminence, are the legitimate fruits of the teachings of 
its public press. 

But the press will be forced to follow in the wake of 
the popular leaders of the late war. We recall a 
speech made by General Longstreet last June at 
Natchitoches, in reply to a public serenade. ‘‘ 1am,” 
he said, ‘‘ only a prisoner of war on parole, and must 
‘* be content with only looking upon the changes that 
‘* are now taking place in our land.’’ But of late, the 
same soldier has published two elaborate letters of ad- 
vice to the Southern people. The latest of these 
tersely declares that the surrender of the Confederate 
armies in 1865 involved also the surrender of the 
claim to the right of secession, of the political rela- 
tions of the negro, and of the Southern Confederacy. 
‘“*Tf the last funeral rites,” he grimly adds, ‘‘ of the 
‘*Southern Confederacy have not been performed, 
‘* let us, with due solemnity, proceed to the discharge 
‘of that painful duty.” He declares it to be the 
simple duty of the South to ‘‘return to our alle- 
** giance, under the process laid down by Congress,” 
and that it is idle to go looking about after ‘‘ rights 


| **under the law and the Constitution.” 


It is, however, upon that famous ‘‘ Fabian’”’ policy 
of inaction, of ‘‘ submitting to wrong but not counte- 
‘* nancing it,’’ of which we have lately heard so much, 
that General LONGSTREET most pungently and satiri- 
cally comments. He thinks this “‘masterly’”’ inac- 
tivity is a great stupidity, reminding one of the 
bird that ‘‘ conceals its head in the sand, and at once 
‘* begins to grieve at the danger to its pursuers, who 
‘are now left alone in the vast desert!” We are 
glad to see this senseless notion ridiculed, so that 
cheerful and cordial work may take its place. We 
may add, on this special point, a few words from Gen- 
eral Popr’s reply to the complimentary dinner lately 
given him by the people of Atlanta, by way of wel- 
come. The legislation of Congress, he said, was 
conceived in no spirit of hostility, but upon the 
theory that “‘ the political issues which brought about 
‘* the late war are dead, and should be buried as soon 
‘* and as deep as possible. Any policy of inaction at 
*‘ this day, based upon the-recollection or a revival of 
‘these issues, can only lead to the destruction of 
‘those in whose supposed interest it is inaugurated.” 
Thus the utterances of the soldiers on one side are 
echoed by soldiers on the other. Thus, too, they who 
fought the most desperately will be the first to em- 
brace again in token of amicable brotherhood. 








As has already been noticed in the JourNat, an experi- 
mental firing of the 20-inch gun took place at Fort Ham- 
ilton, New York Harbor, March 16, 1867. The firing was 
witnessed by Major-Generals Waicut, Drzr, Ropmay, 
and others.

An ex- 
amination of the record will show that from some unknown 
cause the amount of pressure of the third discharge exceeds 
that of the fourth (though 25 pounde less powder was used), 
At the same time the range is 2,827 yards less. The same 
irregularity may be observed between the second and third 
shots. Future) experiments will undoubtedly explain 
these points satisfactorily. The gun was served by de- 
tachments from Batteries D and M, First Artillery, com- 
manded by Brevet Captain R. Tutty. It would undoubt- 
edly have been more rapidly loaded had the running gear 
been free from dirt and properly oiled. The dust from the 
parapet (recently made) will insinuate itself, and, unless re- 
moved, soon form with the oil a mixture which, on the 
axles, seriously retards the working of the gun. The mean 
recoil was 5 min. 10 seconds, or less than half the length of 
the top carriage.

Tuz new war-book, entitled “The Twelve Decisive 
Battles of the War,” which the well-known historian of 
the “Army of the Potomac” began in the Spring of 1866, 
and which many of our readers have awaited with interest, 
is now ready for publication. Having read the proof- 
sheets, we find this volume the most brilliant and interest- 
ing of the books on the war. Readers of the author's 
previous work will be curious to see how far maturer 
thought and fresh information have fixed or modified Mr. 
Swivton’s trenchant criticisms. In this book, he sweeps 
over the,vast campaigning-grounds of both East and West. 
Under the guise of its ‘Twelve Decisive Battles,” he 
really gives, for the first time, a clear and connected his- 
tory of the entire War from Bull Run to Five Forks. We 
notice many new and curious points not before brought 
into print, and the tone of the criticism is generally fair 
and just. The material at Mr. Swinton’s command has 
been great, and he cites the highest authorities for his 
views. That the book will invite the liveliest discussion 
and controversy, is to be expected: on most points, 
however, his positions are sound and impregnable, and 
will gratify those who have been indignant at the previous 
treatment of the same subjects. The narrative is pictur- 
esque, and the descriptions of battles eloquent. In its 
mechanical details, as a specimen ot luxurious typography, 
the volume is worthy of all praise. The profuse maps are 
beautifully distinct as well as correct, and the seven en- 
gravings of Grant, SazgMan, SueRitpan, Tuomas, Mgapg, 
McC.ietian and Rosecrans, are unequalled by anything 
yet published in a similar work. The book contains 
elaborate estimates of prominent officers.

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THE EXPEDITION TO UTAH IN 1868. 

Tus New Orleans Zimes has among its contributors an 
old officer of the Regular Army, who furnishes some very 
interesting recollections. His last subject is the march 
across the Plains to Utah, from which we make the follow- 


ing extracts: 
GENERAL HARNEY. 


The command of the Utah Army now developed on 
General Harney, who was far from being popular among 
the officers or men. He was a'tall, military-looking man, 
and a thorough soldier; but terribly rough and overbear- 
ing. When roused, his volleys of oaths were something 
terrible. It is said, that while at Leavenworth he got one 
lesson which for a time had a good effect. General Harney 
was in the habit of keeping aw courant with everything 
going on in and around the post. One day he went into 

carpenters’ shop, and being displased at tho manner in 
which one of the workmen was performing a piece of work, 
the General let fly a terrible volley of expletives. To his 
gteat surprise, no doubt, the man_tarned upon him, and 
gave him better even than he sent. The General thereupon 
turned on his heel and departed ; and, it is said, ever after 
treated the offender with marked partiality. So runs the 
tale which circulated at the mess table, and it is probable 
enough to be true. e 
On assuming command General Harney (who will be 
ized as the hero of the San Juan affair), modified 
considerably the existing orders, and immediately dis- 
tched the second column, to which I had the honor of 
longing. The column comprised about eleven hundred 
soldiers—a battlion of dragoons, one of infantry recruits, 
and another of artillery. The baggage wagons numbered 
some three or four hundred, each drawn by six mules. 
When on the road, the whole command exten ded over 
a distance of some three miles. To relate the incidents of 
this long though not weary march (for we rarely exceeded 
. twenty miles per day, sometimes not making more than 
siz or eight), would require a volume. : 

The weather was intensely hot—many men received sun- 
strokes—and the mosquitos, black flies and midges were 
innumerable and exceedingly trying to our patience. On 
the whole there was not much sickness in the command, 
though we buried two men before reaching Fort Laramie. 
Of couree we had to carry our provisions with us, augment- 
ing the stock now and then by killing a buffalo. For fael 
we were entirely dependent on buffalo “ chips.” Wild 
onions, and a plant which grew in profusion by the road- 
side, and made excellent salad or greens, eked out our 
canned tomatoes and other vegetables. On the whole, we 
lived well, and had a jolly time of it. 

THE CAMP AT LARAMIE. 


Fort Laramie is situated on a plateau in the vicinity of 
the Rocky Mountains, along one edge of which runs the 
Laramie River. Except to the eastward, where the broad 
valley of the North Platte extended away into the distance, 
there were mountains all round. The quarters, storehouses, 
ete., of the fort formed a sort of square, at the corner of 
which stood a rough building, whose upper story projected 
over the lower, and was perforated by numerous loopholes. 
This was the original Fort Laramie, the old trading fort 
about which the great Indian tribes hovered, and made the 
scene of many a battle, and where Kit Carson and other 
mountaineers wers wont to congregate. 

On oneedge of the plateau we had pitched our wall tent 

the A. Q. M., and myself its occupants), and here we had 
nm McCulloch to dine with us, inviting also the sutler, to 
make the quartet. Our culinary arrangements were very 
primitive, and were carried on in the open air before the 
tent; but the dexterously commingled cocktails and the 
mountain air caused/all to do ample justice to the substantial 
fare. A charming guest was Ben McCulloch; and a 
braver man never put his legs under a mess table. Poor 
fellow! He fell while gallantly leading his men at the 
battle of Pea Ridge in Arkansas. Peace to his ashes.

Passzp at ruz Seconp Szsstow or tHe Tarary-ninre Coneness 
(Pusiice—No. 37.) 


An Act to establish and to protect national cemeteries. 

Be tt enacted by the and House of Representatives of the Untted 
States of America in Congress assembled, That in the arrangement 
of the national cemeteries established for the burial of deceased sol- 
dier and sailors, the Secretary of War is hereby directed to have the 
same enclosed with a good and substantial stone or iron fence; and 
to cause each ve to be marked with a small headstone or block, 
with the number of the grave inscribed thereon, corresponding with 
the number opposite to the name of the party, in a register of buriale 
to be kept at each ae and at the office of the Quartermaster- 
Genera!, which shall set forth the name, rank, company, regiment, 
and date of the death of the officer or soldier ; or, if unknown, it shall 
be so recorded. 

Sec. 2. And be it further enacted, That the Secretary of War is 
hereby directed to cause to be erected at the principal entrance of 
each of the national cemeteries aforesaid a suitable building to be

MILITIA ITEMS. 


Twantr-seconp Reomznr.—It was pretty well understood that 
the Twenty-second regiment meant to make their promenade concert 
and guard mounting, which took place on the 13th inst., a first-class 
affair in every respect, and we take great pleasure in saying that they 
did all they promised to do. In most regimental entertainments 
quite a number of the officers and members of the regiment are said 
to form a reception committee, whose duties, in too many cases, are 
confined to having their names appear in the programmes. This, 
however, was not the case with the officers of the Twenty-second, for 
they took great{pains to sce that their guests were properly re- 
ceived and shown to seats. ‘The place intended for the ceremony of 
guard mounting was kept clear by some sixteen sentinels in the full 
uniform of the regiment, vis.: chasseur coat and pants, white leg- 
gins, worsted epaulets with white fringe, the figures 22 being on the 
top of the epaulet, and the full-dress hat, with a white horsehair 
plume, resembling, except in color, the plume of the light artillery in 
the Army. These sentinels looked very well, but they were too stiff, and 
did not march to their posts as if they were used to it. It is not nec- 
essary for a sentinel to halt and come to a shoulder and about face as 
he reaches the limits of his beat. He is required to carry his piece at 
& support or on either shoulder, and to march his beat in a soldierly 
manner, which is not consistent with excessive stiffness. 

The guard mounting commenced at 8:30 P. u., under the super- 

vision of Adjutant Ward. Dodworth’s band of some forty perform- 
ers, in the full-dress uniform of the regiment, furnished the music, 
which was excellent, although the band did not appear to be as well 
disciplined as we would like to see them. Last year it was the cus- 
tom of all the members of this band to turn out with officers’ epau- 
lets, but we were glad to notice that the privates of the band now wear 
worsted ones, the leader alone wearing the gilt bullion. The blue 
feathers in the Adjutant’s plume set off his hat to advantage, and we 
think some such color should be introduced in the plumes of all the 
officers. Theceremony of guard mounting was very handsomely 
performed, save that the Adjutant should have been in front of the 
centre of the guard, and not on the right, when he gave the com- 
mand, front. Again, while the guard was being inspected it is per- 
fectly proper for the Adjutant to look at the guard as well as the offi- 
cer of the guard, but it does not look well to see him following the in- 
specting officer so closely. Captain Wingate was the new, and Cap- 
tain Brown the old Officet of the Day, Lieutenant Freeland being 
officer of the new, and Lieutenant Walker the officer of the old, 
guard. A guard tent was pitched in the northeast corner of the 
armory. There were some fifty men in each guard. The postingand 
relieving of the sentinels, and the relieving of the old guard, were 
very well done. Among those who witnessed the guard mounting 
were Governor Burnside of Rhode Island, Major-General Shaler 
and staff, Brigadier-Generals Aspinwall and Ward and staffs, 
Colonels Maidhof, Carr and Le Gal, anda large number of other 
officers of the First division. 

After the conclusion of the military ceremonies some ten selections 
were played by the band to an audience which was said to number 
over three thousand people. During the evening the entire armory, 
including the gymnasium and company rooms, was thrown open for 
inspection, every courtesy being shown to the visitors. The dressing 
room of the gymnasium was set spart asa refreshment room for in- 
vited guests, where an ample ‘collation was spread. Among those 
who visited the armory in the course of the evening were Generals 
Barnard and Vogdes of the Army and Commander Braine of the 
Navy. The concert closed'a little after 11 o’clock Pr. m., everything 
having passed off in a very creditable manner. All the invited 
guests, however, did not leave exactly at the close of the concert, but 
we do not feel called upon to say who made speeches or what toasts 
weredrank. It was very evident, however, that the friends of the 
regiment enjoyed themselves hugely, and were only too sorry that 
the commencement of the day of rest admonished,them to seek their 
couches. 

In conclusion, we have only to say that the military concert of the 
Twenty-second was a grand success. 

Dat or tas Eientm Reorment.—In accordance with orderg 
published last week, this regiment paraded at Tompkins Square on 
Monday, the 15th inst., at two o’clock rp. um. The line was formed at 
about twenty minutes past two, when the drill commenced. Colonel 
William 8. Carr was in command, Lieutenant-Colonel Robinson, Ma- 
jor Scott and Adjutant Durfee being present, as also the other mem- 
bers of the regimental staff. The line was composed of ten compa- 
nies, of sixteen files each, although this equalization was in a mea- 
sure destroyed by some men joining the companies after the formation. 
In this way the company on the left had two or three files more than 
it should have had. The band and drum corps were also out in their 
new uniforms. The regiment made a very good appearance, their 
white belts showing off to advantage against the sombre gray. We 
think, however, that the band have the advantage of the regiment in 
the matter of uniform. The dress of this body of men is the gray 
frock coat and pants, worsted epaulets, with white fringe, and the full- 

dress hat, with horsehair pompon. The number of the regiment is 
worn on the front of the hat, and also on the epaulet. Although we 
prefer the full-dress to the frock coat, this latter is much more showy 
than the fatigue jacket. The police arrangements were under the su- 
pervision of Captain Mount, of the Seventeenth Precinct, and were 
all that could be desired. In the intervals of the drill the band exe- 
cuted several pieces of music in fine style. The movements executed 
ineluded the one hundred and twelve movements laid down to be ex- 
eouted at the Annual Inspection of the Third brigade, including three 
rests. The drill was witnessed by a large number of the prominent 
military gentlemen of the First division, among whom were Major- 
General Shaler and Brigadier-Generals Varian, Burger and Ward. 
The various movements were executed in good style, but we have 
seen the regiment stand steadier. The day was certainly not a favor- 
able one for a drill, as the wind blew the dust about in a most un- 
pleasant manner. We hope ere long some one will be kind enough 
to water this Square on dusty days. 

The advances and retirements in line were very well executed, as 
also the formationon the right and left by file into line. In the 
morement on the right into line the seventh and eighth companies 
were the only ones which turned properly, all the others making a 
sort of a wheel of it instead of aturn. The retirement in line and 
coming to the right-about halt was also worthy of commendation. 
The entire drill was a very creditable one, although we think that in 
some particulars it was not quite equal to some of the drills of the 
Eighth we have witnessed at the same place. This is the first occa- 
sion in which Colonel Carr has had command of the entire battalion, 
and he adquitted himself very nicely. It may be well here to men- 


were laid down in the printed lists, without the assistance of a card 
or any written memoranda. No particular effort was made to exe- 
cute all the movements within a given time, the drill proper closing 
at 5 o’clock. 

After the drill Brigadier-General Varian, accompanied by his staff, 
reviewed the battalion, which passed in review in common and quick 
time in good style. After the review the regiment marched up Fourth 
avenue to the Washington monument, and thence to the Armory via 
Broadway. 

Dart or tux Seventy-rinst Reormznt.—A battalion drill of this 
regiment took place at the Seventh Avenue Arsenal on Fridsy 
evening the 12th inst. Colonel T. W. Parmele was in command, 
assisted by Major Rockafellar and Adjutant Francis. The nine com- 
panies composing the regiment were'divided into ten commands of 
eleven files each, which, however, it was found necessary to reduce 
to nine files. Fortunately,'there were‘not as many spectators present 
as usually attend the battalion drills of this regiment, and, as a con- 
sequence, the greater amount of room left for drilling had a favora- 
ble influence on the manner in which the various manwuvres were 
executed. We noticed that Colonel Parmele was very particular to 
bring out the color rank and the right and left general guides when 
advancing in line. This should always be done, but of the various 
regiments which we have seen drill ‘at the Arsenal this season, the 
Eighth, Ninth and Seventy-first are the only ones which we recollect 
to have performed the movement correctly. As we remarked in 
speaking of the drill on the previous Wednesday, we think the regi- 
ment has improved in halting and in general steadiness, but they do 
not execute the right-about as they should. The right-about is a 
favorite movement with Colonel; Parmele, but (the majority of the 
men of the regiment did not, as far as we could ‘see, execute it cor- 
rectly. Although it is a facing about, it is thoroughly distinct from 
an about face. At the risk of appearing tedious, we will again state 
that to execute the right-about correctly it is necessary that the com- 
mand of execution should be given just as the left foot is coming to 
the ground, and that to do it correctly the turn to the right must be 
made on the balls of the feet, rising’slightly while so doing; the left 
foot should then take the full step, striking the ground at the proper 
distance beyond the right. This is doubtless very simple, gentlemcn, 
but how many companies in the division do you think there are who 
can come to the right-about correctly and at once march to the front 
again without any break in the alignment. It is just these little 
things which tell in the appearance of a'regiment, and it is these 
little things that we are glad to see Colonel Parmele is trying to teach 
his regiment. Again, in wheeling on the march we have heard the 
Colonel repeatedly caution his captains to face their companies while 
executing the wheel, and yet we noticed that the officers commanding 
tLe first, fifth and eighth companies failed todo so. However, these 
were but the blemishes of the drill, which was really the best one the 
Seventy-first has had this season. The new uniform of the drum 
corps of this regiment is a very tasty one; the light blue breast riece 
with three rows of small buttons, contrasting very prettily with the 
dark blue of the jacket. The trimming of their hats and pants is 
also very neat. 


Seventy-nin1-1 Reciment.—A battalion drill of th‘s regiment took 
place at the Siate Arsenal, Seventh avenue, on Monday evening, 
the 15th inst. Brevet Brigadier-General Farnsworth was in com- 
mand, assisted by Adjutant Gan. Eight companies were in line of 
an average of nine files each, but they were not properly equalized. 
The regiment has but recently received an armory from the city 
authorities, and last Monday was the first occasion on which the 
companies had been together for battalion drill. The men madea 
good appearance in their new uniforms of dark blue, trimmed with 
red, and it was very evident that quite a number of the mem- 
bers of the regiment had been in active service. The empty 
sleeve of the Sergeant-Major was a sufficient decoration for him. 
There are, however, quite a number of recruits in the regiment which 
will need a great deal of drilling before it is in good shape. This 
being the first battalion drill of the regiment, as a matter of course 
there were a great many inacouracies noticeable, which, however, we 
willingly pass by for the present. We would, however, caution the 
officers against putting their hands upon the guides. If the guide is 
not where you wish him, indicate in language the position you wish 
him to occupy, but do not pull him about, for this is excessively un- 
military as well as unpleasant to the guides. It is quite important 
that the guides of the company should become habituated to preserv- 
ing company distance, and they will not learn this if they are in the 
habit of being moved about by officers as if they were made of wood, 
instead of flesh and blood. The majority of the members of this 
regiment are, we believe, of Scotch extracticn or birth, and therefore 
furnish good material for fine-looking soldiers. We were much 
pleased with the physique of several of the men we noticed at the drill 
last Monday night, especially that of the sergeant standard bearer, 
who is a very soldierly looking fellow. Now that the Seventy-ninth 
has obtained an armory, we hope that the company officers will pay 
strict attention to drilling, so that the regiment may givea good 
account of itself at the Fall inspections. 


Twetrta Reoment.—The officers and non-commissioned officers 
of this regiment will assemble, in fatigue uniform, with side arms, 
for instruction and drill, at the State Arsenal, corner of Seventh 
avenue and Thirty-fifth street, on Wednesday evening, May Sth, at 
7% o’clock rp. m. This command will assemble, fully uniformed, 
armed and equipped (white gloves), for battalion drill, at the State 
Arsenal, corner of Seventh avenue and Thirty-fifth street, on Friday 
evening, May 10th. Line will be formed at 8 o’clock P. m. precisely. 
Any non-commissioned officer or private presenting himself after 
first sergeant’s call, or without epaulets or leggings, will be returned 
as absent, and not be allowed to fall in. Field and staff will report 
to the Colonel. Non-commissioned staff, band and field music, to the 
Adjutant, fifteen minutes before the time of formation. By General 
Orders No. 5, from brigade headquarters, the consolidated regimental 
report of every battalion drill is required to be sent in to brigade 
headquarters within two days after such drill. Captains of Com- 
panies are therefore directed to send in their morning reports within 
twenty-four hours after each drill or parade. First Sergeants are 
ordered to make returns of delinquents to their captains immediately 
after each battalion or division drill, and failing so to do, will be re- 
turned to these headquarters for disobedience of orders. Second Ser- 
geant Samuel A. Bassford, ot Company C, has been reduced to the 
ranks for total neglect of duty, to date from April 1, 1867.

ANSWERS TO CORRESPONDENTS. 


Kearnry.—Paragraph 9 of the General Army Regulations pro- 
vides that ‘ officers serving by commission from any State of the Union, 
take rank next after officers of the like grade by commission from the 
United States. Officers of United States Volunteers, therefore, if com. 
missioned by the President, ranked with Regular officers who were 
commissioned at the same date. Section 2 of Act No. 74, Second 
Session Thirty-ninth Congress, is, we think, clearly intended to allude 
to such Volunteers as may be still retained in the service. 

R. OC. M.—You can obtain the information you desire concerning 
the Eighteenth New York Cavalry, by calling at the Adjutant-Gen- 
eral’s office, Albany. 

HarwteM.—It is pretty well ascertained that when Jefferson Davis 
was captured he had on a morning or dressing gown, and also a 
shaw] wrapped around his head. It is of course impossible to tell 
whether these were worn for the purpose of a disguise or not. 

Ex-CotomgeL.—The act which passed giving brevets to Regular 
officers for service as Volunteers, states that the President is ‘‘ author- 
ized with the advice and consent of the Senate to confer brevet rank on 
officers in the Army of the United States on account of gallant, merig 
torious and faithful service in the Volunteer service prior to appoint- 
ment in said Army of the United States.’’ 

B. P.—You are not entitled to. the additional bounty, not having: 
served three years as an enlisted man, and not having received a 
bounty of $100 under the act of July, 1861. 


Severat Reapers.—Paragraph 58, First Volume Casey’s Tactics, 
reads as follows: ‘* The bayonet should only be fixed when required 
to be used either for attack or defence ; the exercises and manwuvres 
will be executed without the bayonet.” Therefore the command 
should be marched on the ground for parade with unfixed bayonets. 
For guard mounting, however, the details parade with fixed bayonets.

A. E. E.—Appointments to cadetships at West Point are made by 
the Secretary of War upon the recommendation of a member of Con- 
gress. It is necessary that the candidate should not be under seven- 
teen or over twenty-two years of age or less than five feet in height, 
He must also be physically sound. Any person who has served 
honorably and faithfully not less than one year, either as a Volun- 
teer or in the Regular service, in the late war for the suppression of 
the Rebellion, and who possesses the other qualifications prescribed 
by law, is eligible for appointment up to the age uf twenty-four yeare: 
The candidates must have a knowledge of the rudiments of an 
English education. 

Firra Army Corrs.—A sergeant who’ is appointed left general 
guide is detailed to fill that position, and no vacancy therefore occurs 
in the company,to which he belongs. Service in the Army does not 
count as service in the National Guard,’and, therefore, a man should 
not wear a service stripe on his National Guard uniform until he had 
served seven years as a member of some Militia regiment.

ARMED PEACE. 


Tye Belgian War-office having instituted 
en inquiry respecting the armaments wh ich 
are going on in Europe, the following infor- 
mation has been obtained : 

Fraxcs.—Four hundred and eighty thou- 
sand QOhassepot rifles are in course of manu- 
facture, the greatest portion to be finished 
before the lst of March, 1868. 

Pavssia—The needle-gun and, rified-can- 
non system to be maintained. The gun 
manufactories are very busy in completing the 
stores for the arsenals, One million one hun- 
dred thousand breech-loading steel barrels 
have been ordered since the war. 

Avsrria.—The alteration of 500,000 guns 
onthe Wanzl principle; 300,000 to be com- 
pleted by the end of the year. 

Sovra Germany.—Bavaria, Wurtemburg, 
Baden, and Hegse-Darmstadt adopt the breech- 
loading gun, on the understanding that the 
system may be changed if the experiments 
which are going on at Munich are not found 
to be satisfactory. The Prussian rifled can- 
non is preferred, and large orders are in course 
of execution. 

Exetayv.—One hundred and fifty thousand 
Vinfield rifles are already converted on the 
Snider poner Three hundred and fifty 
thousand guns of the same kind will be ready 
iu the course of the year. One thousand guns 
ace being converted every day in the Govern- 
ment manufactories. Four hundred and twen- 
ty-six rifled cannons of various calibres will be 
rnanufactured by the end of the year. 

Russta.—Six hundred thousand guns are 
being converted on the Carle principle (a 
modification of the needle-gun). Three hun- 
dred thousand will be ready by the beginning 
of next year. Nine hundred breech-loading 
cannons are in course of construction to com- 
plete the field batteries. 

Dzenmarx.—The Chambers have voted a 
large sum for the conversion of the t 
guns into breech-loaders, but the m gun 
has not yet been decided upon. 

Hottanp.—The conversion of the present 
arm into guns on the Snider principle.

Bsxerum will continue the use of the rifled 
Prussian cannons adopted in 1864, and will 
bring into use the breech-loading small-arm.

Paorooraraic Cannow Batts.—The Lon- 
don British Journal of Photography gives a 
very interesting account of some experiments 


In the pictures which were taken, the mo- 
ment had been so exactly seized that the ball 
could actually be seen protruding from the 
muzzle of the gun, while, as we might say, in 
the very act of leaving it. A description of 
the mechanism by means of which this exact- 
ness was secured will be interesting. It will, 
of course, be evident that no mn, however 
delicate his perception, could act {with suf- 
ficient quickness to expose the plate at the 
exact instant desired. It could only be done 
by means of electricity. A stereoscopic camera 
is arranged witha disk in front of the lenses, 
revolving on its axis. The disk has two holes} 
in it, either of which oan be made, by its rev- 
olution, to correspond with the line of the 
lenses. A circular spring is attached to the 
disk, that when set free it will make a half rev- 
olution with the quickness of a flash, thereby 
bringing one of the holes in a line with the 
lenses and admitting the light for an instant.

First, the disk is wound up, so that the 
spring referred to is at its utmost tension. It 
is retained in this position by means of catch 
and trigger which latter is connected with an 
electro magnet. The gun is fired by means ofa 
tube'containing gunpowder, and through which 
runs a delicate platinum wire.
